OTHER  ACCESSORIES: 

A  6-foot  steel  t-post  was  driven  3'  down,  0.5'  east  of  the  stone.  A  Monroe 
County  Surveyor  Marker  sign  was  placed  on  the  west  side  of  the  post,  facing 
the  stone.  There  is  also  a  Monroe  County  Survey  Marker  sign  on  the  south 
side  of  the  fence  post  noted  as  witness  monument  E. 

OTHER  OBSERVATIONS: 

From  Vernal  Pike,  take  Angelina  Drive  north  to  the  cul-de-sac.  Continue  north 
along  the  gated  gravel  drive  until  its'  terminus  at  the  toe  of  slope  of  the  railroad 
tracks.  There  is  a  tree  line  with  good  north/south  fence  along  the  east  side  of 
the  gravel  drive.  Continue  north  up  and  over  the  east/west  railroad  tracks  (the 
grade  is  very  steep).  The  east/west  fence  shown  on  the  tie  sheet  is  at  the 
bottom  of  the  steep  railroad  grade  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad  tracks.  The 
area  is  heavily  overgrown  with  bush  honeysuckle  and  multiflora  rose. 

The  stone  was  found  0.5'  east  of  a  north/south  fence,  firmly  planted  in  the 
ground.  We  exposed  the  top  8"  of  the  stone,  but  did  not  find  any  markings.  It 
has  a  square  base  and  a  top  that  appeared  pointed  before  the  stone  was  fully 
uncovered.  After  excavating  around  the  stone,  it  became  apparent  that  the 
stone  actually  has  a  hooked  top.  Old  flagging  and  the  remains  of  an  old 
wooden  fence  post  were  also  found  when  we  were  digging  around  the  stone. 

ORIGIN:  The  origin  of  the  stone  is  unknown.  No  legal  survey  records  were 

found  referencing  this  corner. 

HISTORY:  The  original  surveyor  set  a  wooden  post  at  this  corner  in  1816, 
witnessed  to  an  8"  sugar  maple  and  an  18"  elm.  A  4"  x  4"  x  0.T  above  grade 
limestone  was  witnessed  by  Monroe  County  Surveyor,  Steven  Farkas,  on  April 
26,  2001.  The  stone  was  accepted  by  Ben  Bledsoe  in  1993  and  2005  on 
surveys  recorded  as  Instrument  Number  00314475  and  2005025646,  Bernie 
Guerrettaz  in  2001  on  surveys  recorded  as  Instrument  Number  2001001484 
and  2001003153,  and  by  Doug  Curry  in  2009,  2016,  and  2017  on  surveys 
recorded  as  Instrument  Number  2009012527,  2016016769,  and  2017000532. 
On  Eric  Deckard's  2009  Richland  Township  Corner  Perpetuation  for  the 
Monroe  County  Surveyor,  on  file  as  Reference  Survey  ID  000770,  Deckard 
noted  that  the  4"  x  4"  limestone  was  obliterated  and  set  a  capped  rebar  per  the 
2001  Monument  Record. 

We  found  the  stone  0.2'  below  grade  and  0.7'  southeast  of  the  Deckard  rebar. 
The  fence  lines  in  this  area  were  cleared  with  heavy  equipment  sometime 
between  2001  and  2009  and  the  east/west  fence  line  to  the  south  was  rebuilt 
approximately  8.5  feet  north.  The  2001  Monument  Record  on  file  in  the  Monroe 
County  Surveyor's  Office  states  that  the  stone  was  found  1 .0'  above  grade,  but 
that  appears  to  be  a  typo  as  the  field  notes  state  that  the  stone  was  0.T  above 
grade.  We  believe  that  Deckard  did  not  find  the  buried  stone  because  he  was 
expecting  to  find  it  1 .0'  above  grade  per  the  Monument  Record.
